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FALL  MEETING  REPORT 

Friday,  October  21,  1994 

Williams  College,  Williamstown,  Massachusetts 

It  was  a  beautiful  Autumn  day  in  Williamstown  for  the  NEMLA  Fall  meeting.  The  weather  was  cooperative  except  for 
some  morning  fog,  which  made  negotiating  the  famous  "hair  pin"  curve  a  little  hairy!  Registration,  coffee,  and  socialization 
continued  until  10:00  when  the  program  began  in  Presser  Hall  of  the  Barnard  Music  Center  with  opening  remarks  by  Phyllis 
Cutler  (Williams  College  Librarian)  and  Robert  Suderburg  (Chair  of  the  Department  of  Music). 

The  first  talk  was  siven  by  Irwin  Shainman,  Professor  Emeritus  of  Williams  College  and  past  coordinator  of  the  Paul 
Whiteman  Collection.  Professor  Shainman  began  with  the  background  of  the  Collection,  including  how  the  collection  came 
to  reside  at  Williams  College,  what  types  of  materials  it  contains,  and  even  personal  recollections  of  Mr.  Whiteman.  Taped 
musical  excerpts  provided  a  feel  for  the  orchestral  jazz  music  of  the  1920s  through  the  1940s,  during  which  time  Mr. 
Whiteman  had  an  illustrious  conducting  career  in  American  popular  music.  Professor  Shainman  concluded  with  a  plea  to 
librarians  to  keep  the  manuscripts  in  the  collection  accessible  for  study  and  performance  use,  thus  keeping  Whiteman's  music 
alive.  Sylvia  Kennick  Brown,  Williams  College  Archivist  and  current  Curator  of  the  collection,  followed  with  an  overview 
of  some  of  the  problems  inherent  in  preserving  such  a  diverse  collection,  which  includes  sound  recordings  in  many  formats, 
manuscripts,  clipping  files,  photographs,  and  artifacts  such  as  musical  instruments  and  memorabilia. 

Before  lunch,  the  group  divided  up  for  tours  of  the  Whiteman  exhibit  held  in  the  Mabie  Room  and  of  the  wired  classroom 
in  Sawyer  Library.  The  wired  classroom,  used  for  bibliographic  instruction,  included  an  impressive  array  of  technology 
ranging  from  audio-visual  display  to  Internet  access. 

Committees  and  Discussion  Groups  met  briefly  after  lunch,  and  everyone  reconvened  at  the  Faculty  House  for  a  delightful 
musical  interlude  of  jazz  duos  performed  by  Michael  Ebert  on  saxophone  and  Brian  Coughlin  on  double  bass. 

The  afternoon  session  required  shuttling  a  few  miles  north  to  Broude  Brothers  Ltd.,  where  Ronald  Broude  gave  a  guided 
tour  of  the  elementary-school-turned-music-publishing-house.  The  retail  aspect  as  well  as  the  publishing  end  of  the  business 
were  explained,  and  the  presses  were  fired  up  for  a  demonstration.  The  very  productive  and  enlightening  day  ended  with 
a  reception  in  the  lobby  of  Broude  Brothers.

]    Cataloging  Discussion  Group  f| 
Meeting  Report 


The  Cataloging  Discussion  Group  met  at  the  Fall  meeting 
at  Williams  College  with  four  items  on  the  agenda.  First, 
we  distributed  copies  of  the  lists  of  sources  used  in 
formulating  name  and  uniform  title  headings,  compiled  by 
Joy  Pile  (Middlebury  College)  and  Michelle  Koth  (Yale 
University).  The  group's  members  will  identify  those  items 
held  by  our  libraries  and  other  titles  that  we  find  helpful. 
Please  bring  the  lists  and  your  updates  to  our  meeting 
during  the  Spring  Chapter  Meeting.  If  you  weren't  able  to 
attend  the  Fall  meeting  and  need  copies  of  the  lists,  send  a 
request  to  Sharon  Saunders,  Ladd  Library,  Bates  College,  48 
Campus  Ave.,  Lewiston,  ME,  04240-6087  or  via  e-mail  at 
ssaunder@abacus.bates.edu.  If  you  will  be  unable  to  attend 
the  Spring  meeting,  mail  your  updates  and  additions  to  the 
list  to  Sharon  at  the  above  address  by  April  24,  1995. 

The  group  discussed  the  core  bibliographic  record  for  music. 
One  noticeable  difference-other  than  simplification  of  the 
description-will  be  that  authority  records  will  be  created  for 
all  access  points  in  the  core  record.  Questions  about  who 
will  add  core  level  records  to  the  utilities,  who  will  update 
them,  and  if  they  will  actually  appear  the  way  the  Music 
Task  Group  envisioned  may  be  answered  when  the  training 
component  of  the  plan  begins. 

At  the  Spring  1994  meeting,  the  possibility  of  hosting  a 
music  LC  subject  headings  workshop,  possibly  with 
NELINET,  was  introduced.  NELINET  thinks  this  is  a 
subject  specific  area  that  we  should  pursue  on  our  own. 
Joy  Pile  will  approach  NETSL  (New  England  Technical 
Services  Librarians)  to  see  if  they  might  be  interested  in 
co-hosting  a  workshop. 

The  final  agenda  item  was  an  information  sharing  session 
on  Cumulative  Trauma  Disorders  (CTD),  an  umbrella  term 
for  injuries  brought  on  by  repetitive  motion.  Carpal  tunnel 
syndrome  is  a  CTD.  Three  handbooks  written  by  physical 
therapist  Lauren  A.  Hebert  were  passed  around:  Living  with 
CTD  (written  for  workers),  The  Neck-Arm-Hand  Book:  The 
Master  Guide  for  Eliminating  Cumulative  Trauma  Disorders 
from  the  Work  Place  (written  for  employers),  and 
Worksmart:  The  Industrial  Athlete  (CTD  is  only  one  of  the 
items  discussed;  also  includes  back  care,  chronic  headaches, 
and  stress  control).  These  are  clearly  written  and 
illustrated,  short  (about  an  hour  each  to  read),  and  are 
relatively  inexpensive  (about  S  10.00  from  IMPACC,  USA, 
One  Washington  St.,  Greenville,  ME  04441.  They  are  also 
available  through  ILL).  Remember,  cumulative  trauma 
disorders  are  preventable.  If  you  are  experiencing 
hand/wrist/forearm  discomfort  at  work,  you  may  want  to 
have  your  workstation  evaluated  and/or  see  a  doctor.  Don't 
ignore  discomfort-it  won't  go  away  by  itself.
